For most of these, though to be 
sure there are in it some loafers

We have always thought of this 
country as one in which all these |

April 27. May Day is May 1, and 
a summit meeting is expected to 
last at least a week. 


Khrushchev, in letters to the 
three leaders Friday, said the 
April 27 date unfortunately was

French Police, Warship Sent 
To Riot-Riddled Martinique 


PARIS (UPI)—France sent po- 
lice reinforcements and a warship 
Friday to the Caribbean island 
of Martinique where at least three 
persons have been killed and 
dozens injured in a week of 
nationalist violence. 


The disturbances started last 
Sunday and continued until Thurs- 
day when police slapped on a 
tight 8 p.m. to dawn curfew in 
Fort-de- France, capital of Mar- 
tinique. where the troubles have 
been centered. 


A communique issued by the of- 
fice of Jacques Soustelle, minister 
in charge of the overseas terri- 
tories, said that police reinforce- 


ments have been sent to Mar- 
tinique from the neighboring West 
Indian island of Guadeloupe and 
from France. 


At the same time, the 8,500-ton 
cruiser De Grasse sailed from 
Brest for Martinique with 160 
petty officers and 750 sailors 
aboard ; 


The Martinique Communist par- 
ty, which at first was believed 
to have spearheaded the demon- 
strations, Friday night joined of- 
ficials in appeals for calm. 


The communique issued here 
said the trouble started when two 
cars collided on a Fort-de-France 
street last Sunday. Unofficial re- 


ports said one was driven by a 


Frenchman, the other by a Mar- 
tinique citizen. 


Republican security guards 
called to the scene were attacked 
by a mob which had assembled 
around the wreckage. The police 
used tear gas and fired over 
the heads of the crowd to extri- 
cate themselves.. 


The troubles increased Mon- 
day, when groups of rioters at- 
tacked shops and automobiles, 
breaking windows and setting 
them afire.

NEXT YEAR 


The new questions would go on | 


next year’s corporate forms, not 
this year’s. An announcement of 
IRS action may be forthcoming 
next week. This would give com- 
panies a full year’s notice of the 
scrutiny due to*come on the re- 
turns they file in 1961. 


Highly placed Revenue Service 
sources acknowledged that the 
“get tough’’ decision was in large 
part inspired by pressures from 
congressmen. 


Several have told Tax Commis- 
sioner Dana Latham they don’t 
know how to answer letters from 
voters who complain about peo- 
ple who live it up on business ex- 
pense accounts. 


NET INCOMES 


More than 100,000 corporations

Show Favoritism? 


Only rarely across the years have we 
found ourselves in agreement with Dan 
Duke, Atlanta attorney, but a recent 
speech to the Cartersville Lions Club 
finds us in the amen corner.

: 2. A law to prohibit a grand jury in one 
+ county from considering a case before its 
, Jurisdiction has been decided in another coun- 
ty which took initial action. 


: These suggestions seem to us neces- 
* sary and moderate. What we cannot un- 
« derstand is the timorousness of the Geor- 
, gia Bar Assn. in not associating itself with 

* such reforms. It must be obvious to law-

, ries for jurisdiction can lead to shocking 

“ abuses of justice and law and that fa-

Bids have been opened for the last 
major phase of construction for the Wal- 
ter F. George lock and dam near Fort 
Gaines. 


If all goes according to schedule the 
entire project will be completed in 1963. 

The benefits to be derived are enor- 
mous. A channel for barge traffic will 
be provided upstream to Columbus and 
Phenix City. Some 436 million kilowatt 
hours of electricity will be produced an- 
nually and a large lake will be formed 
for recreational purposes. 

The structure, which is a vital part 
of the development program for the Apa- 
lachicola-Chattahoochee-Flint River sys- 
tem in Alabama, Georgia and northwest 
Florida, will be a boon to industrial de- 
velopment. 

But the full pot@ntial of the river sys- 
tem will not be realized until such time 
as the Chattahoochee is made navigable 
all the way from the Gulf of Mexico to 
Atlanta. 

Considerable progress in that direction 
has been made. Even so, efforts should be 
intensified to complete the job. Despite 
the cost involved, which admittedly is 
high, the economic and other benefits to 
be gained will far surpass the original 
investment in a relatively short period of 
years.

Australia is nearly three million 
square miles, Georgia is less than 59,000. 

We Georgians kill more than 1,000 
persons on our highways each year, Aus- 
tralians last year killed 2,156. 

For them 2,156 is far too many. In- 
deed, one person killed on the highway is 
one too many. 

Australia has been working on the 
problem and in 12 years has cut its road 
toll by 40 per cent. Next year the Com- 
monwealth “down under” hopes to reduce 
the 1958 figure by half. 4

Belgium now is entering the period of 
anticolonial troubles in Africa which long 
have been the experience of Britain and 
France.

World’s Population Growth Has Become 
Most Pressing Problem Facing Mankind 


Columbus—Among the things 
for which we can be happy during 
this holiday season is that medi- 
cal science has made it possible 
for so many of us to be here who 
otherwise might have fallen to 
some disease or infirmity during 
the year. But on the other side 
of the coin, this war on death 
has had a side effect—too-rapid 
population growth—which is en- 
gulfing whole continents. 


In the last 20 years, the human 
race has increased by some 700 
million people. In the next 20 
years well over one billion people 
will be added if today’s growth 
rates continue. While there are 
today between 2,700,000,000 and 
2,800,000,000 people in the world, 
population is increasing at a rate 
of 100,000 persons each day. Fifty 
years from now world population 
could be five or six billion per- 
sons. 

What are the alternatives to be 
faced as a result of this rising 
population growth in excess of 
food production? Scientists tell us 
there is not enough arable land 
to increase the latter to be equal 
to the task. 

The alternatives then are eith- 
er famine or scientific regulation 
of the birth rate. It is a simple 
matter of regulating the latter or 
face the more cruel solution of 
Starvation. 

This population explosion is the 
most critical problem facing the 
human race today.

Rising Crime, Traffic Toll 
Blamed on Public Apathy 


A top Georgia lawman has listed the factors he believes are re- 
sponsible for the state’s increasing crime and traffic fatality toll. 
They are about what you would expect: public apathy, the short- 
age of funds and failure to provide adequate training and salaries 


for law enforcement officials. 

Col. E. S. Burke, chief instruc- 
tor of the Georgia Police Train- 
ing Institute at Sylvester, point- 
ed out this in a recent speech at 
Rome and lamented the fact that 
little is being done to remedy the 
situation. 

On a statewide level little is 
being done but in some cities and 
sections the citizens are awaken- 
ing to the needs in the fields 
of highway safety and crime. In 
Atlanta, for example, the Citizens 
Crime Committee is doing an out- 
standing: job of informing and 
recommending corrective action. 

Probably the reason for the 
general public apathy about crime 
is the fact that Georgia historical- 
ly has been relatively free of 


big-time criminal operations, the 


acts of some of our high public 
officials excepted. However apa-

If the potential 
seems great enough to realize the money goal, the firm sets up an 
organization and charges the church a fixed fee for a director and 
staff, operating costs and the cost of preparing, printing, handling 
and mailing printed material ‘pamphlets, brochures, etc.) setting 
forth the needs of the church. 


‘VALUE JUSTIFIES COST’ 


Smaller churches, unable to afford such a campaign, often hire 
public relations consultants on a fee basis. Some try to do the 
job alone. Others avail themselves of denominational aids; for 
example, the advice and materials provided by the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention's Forward Program of Church Finance.

My guide was a grizzled old woodsman, tough 
as a hickory nut, and with a hard, bright eye 
which indicated that he gave no quarter in his 
daily conflict with the wilderness, and expected 
none.
